At noon each day they are 
fed a wet mash mixed with sprouted 
oats and at night they are given two 
ounces of grain each. 
The incraaaed 
jgg production of this flock of hens 
show that this ration is one suited to 
the fall months when the tendency is 
for egg production to decrease.

Bit sell Sound* Warning. 
While advocating that everyone 
sound a note of optimism with ref­ 
erence to agriculture. President Iliz- 
zell gave 
warning of some radical

The New York Times featured in 
the 
last few 
days an address by 
Gamaliel Bradford in which Robert 
E, Lee was accorded an extremely 
high place in history. 
I do not be­ 
lieve there is any fair-minded per­ 
son who would not agree with Mr. 
Bradford in this statement. 
Robert 
E. Lee is one of the outstanding fig­ 
ures in American history. 
Besides- 
being a great general he was a full 
sired man and yet as a success, th* 
project 
for 
which he fought and 
gave the best he had, failed. 
J he 
merits of the case are no longer m at­ 
ters of dispute. 
The only thing that 
I wish to write about is the success 
or failure of this great man. 
Lee 
failed to accomplish 
the 
greatest 
task of his life. 
He did many things 
successfully, a great many and very 
successfully, but in the final test he 
failed to secure success 
yet 
the 
whole 
world 
accords him a great 
place. 
What is success? 
Is it pop­ 
ular favor? 
lf it is, then certainly 
it is an extremely dangerous thing 
to possess. There is no roan who has 
ever basked in the sunshine of pop­ 
ularity but that has learned 
that 
what is popular at ten o'clock may 
meet with utter disfavor at noon. 
Popularity, it seems to me is the 
praise and adulation of an extreme­ 
ly changable if not fickle, public 
mind. 
Those of us who have lived 
any length of time have known a 
large 
number of pouJar men who 
were suddenly placed in the discard, 
and if the world ever catches a mo­ 
ment to think it will wonder what 
has become of them. . If success is 
not popularity, then what is it? 
Success D uty W ell Perform ed. 
If we use the case of the immor­ 
tal Lee then it would seem as though 
success was duty well performed to 
the best of one's ability even if fai^. 
ure was the resultant portion. There 


is nothing in the world that I know 
of that is so hard to define as the 
simple word “success”' which we use 
so often. 
In some minds it is the 
accumulation of wealth. 
In others 
it is a successful issue to every ven­ 
ture but I do not think either of 
these explains the word. 
I am in­ 
clined to believe that the measure 
of our success is how great or how 
little examples we are for others to 
follow. 
I believe a man successful 
not as long as he has fortunate is­ 
sues to his ventures, as how long he 
can be or remain an example for 
others to follow. 
The Boston Athenaeum, a private­ 
ly owned extremely wonderful libra­ 
ry, in Boston, sold its old home and 
moved farther out in the city. Over 
the cases of books had been placed 
a 
large 
number of busts of great 
men. 
Of course none of them bore 
names. When it came time to move, 
these busts were taken down. 
All 
but nine of them were recognized 
but no person then employed in the 
library 
could 
tell who these nine 
busts represented. 
The citizens of 
the city were invited to view them 
and try to recall 
who they 
were. 
Three of them were recognized. Six 
never were recognized and yet they 
were successful enough in their day 
to have their bust placed in this very 
conservative library. 
Two of those 
recognized were Singer, the inven­ 
to r of the sewing machine, and the 
other Howe, famous for his printing 
press. 
In their day 
and age they 
must have been called successful yei 
how soon were they forgotten. Both 
had extremely fortunate issues to 
their ventures and the world called 
them successful. But they were for­ 
gotten. 
“Lee failed in the supreme 
task of his life but I call him a great 
success. 
I wonder if you have ever 
thought 
just what this word does 
mean?

SIGNALS FOR DRIVERS 
AS ADOPTED BY BRYAN 


That Bryan may be in the line 
with other cities of Texas which are 
adopting a system of definite arm 
signals to be used by autoists for
